Adams County Council of Com­

Thursday at a luncheon meet­ 
ing at the Lamp Post Tea Room 
here. 
Louis lex Jr., chief of the 
planning division of the Bureau 
of Community Development at 
Harrisburg, said the number of 
county 
planning 
commissions 
has risen, sharply in recent 
years from four in 1950, to 17 
by 1960 and there are currently 
44 and 23 of them are using 
state or federal funds. He said 
28 of the counties have profes­ 
sional staffs for their commis­ 
sions and five others have non­ 
professional staffs and l l are 
unstaffed. 
The council’s program was on 
the topic: “Survey of Gettys­ 
burg Borough: What Has Been 
Done and What Is Needed.” 
MASONS POR PLANNING 
Robert Weiland of the Gettys­ 
burg Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce told of the recent survey 
on community needs his organi­ 
zation conducted. He said ques­ 
tionnaires were given to one- 
fifth of the homes in the com­ 
munity and less than half were 
returned so that the results 
represented the opinion of less 
than IO per cent of the towns­ 
people. He said the Jaycees are 
willing to make future surveys 
also. 
Duain Shaw, a Department 
of Health sanitarian, reported 
on a limited study he made 
here. He said the needs for a 
public swimming pool, tourist 
promotion and public rest rooms 
w ert cited. 
In his talk Mr. Lex listed 
four major trends which have 
pushed forward wide interest in 
community planning. He includ­ 
ed

population 
growth, 
mounting national wealth with 
61 per cent of the residents own­ 
ing the homes in which they 
live, the growth of the auto in­ 
dustry with its wide impacts 
and rising government interest 
kl planning.

DELAY SALE OF 
•BONNEAUVILLE 
SEWING PLANT 


The U. S. government netted 
only about $1,000 from the sale 
Wednesday 
of 
the 
Taneytown 
plant of Magajod Sewing CO., 
Inc., Gettysburg R. 5, seized last 
November along with a plant at 
Bonneauville on chaises of fail­ 
ing to turn over to the govern­ 
ment nearly $16,000 in withhold­ 
ing and Social Security taxes. 
A spokesman for the Internal 
Revenue Service said sale of the 
Bonneauville plant has been post­ 
poned for five days when no bid 
was received on this facility. 
The taxes represented monies 
paid by about IOO employes at 
(fie Taneytown plant and about 
40 at the Adams County factory. 
Julian Hanssens. chief of the 
Lancaster office of the IRS, said 
the government’s share of the sale 
price was low because the prop­ 
erty was so heavily mortgaged. 
Hie plant was sold to Classic 
Uniforms Co., Baltimore. It was 
reported that there was a $59,000 
mortgage on the Maryland plant 
plus a $5,000 encumbrance on ma­ 
chinery and equipment. 
Hanssens said his office had 
received instructions from Ken­ 
neth O. Hook, head of the Phil­ 
adelphia district office of the IRS, 
Ie dispose of the facilities as soon 
as possible so that the employes 
could be put back to work under 
ownership.

REPORT SOIL 
CONSERVATION 
PRACTICES UP 


Conservation practices are now 
being carried out on 113,500 acres 
of Adams County soil by 1,057 
property owners, according to re­ 
ports Thursday evening at the 
annual meeting of the Adams 
County Soil and Water Conserva­ 
tion District held in the court­ 
house. 
Charles Lott, member of the 
district board, presented the re­ 
port for the distric*. There were 
81 new “cooperators” signed dur­ 
ing the year, he said. He reported 
on pond construction and control 
demonstrations during the year, 
an exhibit at the South Mountain 
Fair, distribution of thousands of 
shrubs and evergreens, and the 
annual Soil Stewardship Week ac­ 
tivities. 
MILES OF NEW DRAINS 
Henry “Bud” Mattox gave the 
report on practices carried out 
both during the year and “so far” 
in the operation of the district. 
The 14,700 linear feet of open 
drains installed during the year 
brought the open drain mileage 
in the county under the conserva­ 
tion program to 164.7 miles. There 
was 72,743 linear feet of tile drain­ 
age installed during the year 
bringing the total to 135.2 miles. 
Seventy-one acres of trees were 
planted bringing the total to 891 
acres. Fourteen farm ponds were 
installed raising the total to 541. 
Mattox explained that the 541 
ponds installed in accordance with 
plans furnished by the Soil Con­ 
servation district does not rep­ 
resent the total number of ponds 
constructed in die county. “There 
are many more than this number* 
put in by farmers and others. Hie 
number we have are those put in 
as part of conservation practices.” 
His report showed 1.900 linear 
feet of stream channel improve­ 
ments carried out during the year 
bringing to 5.1 miles the amount 
of such improvements completed 
in the county. 
"A GOOO YEAR" 
Mattox's 
report 
covered 
all 
phases of conservation work and 
revealed among other figures that 
16,535 linear feet of diversion ter­ 
races were installed bringing the 
total in the county to 65.7 miles.

EDUCATION IN 
AGRIBUSINESS 


State Secretary of Agriculture 
Leland H. Bull urged farmers to 
“keep the boys and girls in 
school* in a talk Thursday eve­ 
ning at the annual meeting of 
the Adams County Soil and Water 
Conservation District in the court­ 
house here. 
The “job to be done in agri­ 
culture takes trained people,” 
Secretary Bull said. “That doesn’t 
mean every fanner should be a 
college graduate, but H does mean 
that we should see that our chil­ 
dren stay in schol and that they 
not only complete high school, but 
take training beyond it.” 
He said, “16 per cent of our ru­ 
ral youth drop out of high school.” 
Observing that “there is a tre­ 
mendous demand for technically 
trained men in agribusiness,” he 
added, “25 of our most recent 
agriculture graduates at Pennsyl­ 
vania State University had a total 
of 300 job offers. The Peace Corps 
could place KO agriculture-trained 
people today, if they could get 
them.” 
“BIG BUSINESS” 
“Agribusiness is big business,” 
Bull said. “If we are going to 
keep an agriculture that will pro­ 
vide the food needed for our 
people we must keep the land— 
keep it in good shape and improve 
it. Due to go soil management 
ers are able to provide sufficient 
food at lower cost. 
“If food costs had risen in pro­ 
portion to everything else our 
national economy would be very 
different. Today only 19 per cent 
of the dollar needs to be spent for 
food and as a result there is SI 
cents of the dollar for things, 
such as refrigerators and tele­ 
vision sets, cars and homes. 
“Those who say the coot of food 
has risen are referring to the 
packaging and processing that is 
demanded by the public. Hiere 
is only one cent of corn in a 25- 
cent box of corn flakes. The rest 
goes to processing, packaging, 
transportation, etc. 
PRESERVE BEST LAND 
“If w« are to continue to pro­ 
duce food as we have, we need 
not only to preserve and improve 
our land by conservation meas 
urea as we know them today— 
but we need to add another con­ 
servation measure—that of pre­ 
serving die best land in Penn­ 
sylvania for farming. We are los­ 
ing excellent farm land to hous­ 
ing 
developments, 
roads 
and 
taxes. We need to look at our 
entire land use and taxation pie 
ture. 
“Hie best farm land is often 
the most coveted for housing de­ 
velopments. But for our future it

24th Amendment Becomes 
Law Thursday As S.D. Acts 


On Anti-Poll Tax Measure 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Johnson has hailed as a 
triumph 
of 
liberty 
a 
new 
amendment to the Constitution 
outlawing the poll tax as a re­ 
quirement for voting in elec­ 
tions for federal office. 
The 24th 
Amendment 
was 
written into the law of the land 
this election year when South 
Dakota Thursday became the 
38th state to approve it. Ratifi­ 
cation by three-fourths of the 
SO states was required. 
Johnson saki in a statement 
it was a “verification of the 
people’s rights which are root­ 
ed so deeply in the mainstream 
of this nation’s history.” 
PROUD MOMENT" 
“This triumph, now of liberty 
over restriction is a grateful 
and proud moment for me,” 
Johnson said. 
He added: “The tide of a 
strong national desire to bring 
about the broadest possible use 
of the voting process runs too 
strong to hold back. 
“In a free land where men 
move freely and act freely, the 
right to vote freely must never 
be obstructed.” 


While 
certification 
ceremo­ 
nies probably will be held bere 
later, they are only a formali­ 
ty. Once South Dakota’s legis­ 
lature completed its ratification 
no further legal action was re­ 
quired. 
The amendment provides that 
the right to vote in any primary 
or general election for presi­ 
dent or vice president, or for 
senator or representative in the 
Congress, shall not be denied 
because of the failure to pay a 
poll tax or any other tax. 
The poll tax, the payment of 
a fee as a requirement for vot­ 
ing, has long been caught up in 
controversy with civil rights de­ 
fenders charging that it was 
used 
to keep Negroes from 
casting ballots. 
AFFECTS FIVE STATES 
Only five states — Alabama, 
Arkansas, 
Mississippi, 
Texas, 
and Virginia—still have the poll 
tax. 
The new amendment will not 
bar these states from continu­ 
ing to require voters in state 
elections to pay a poll tax, ainee 
it applies only to elections for 
federal office.

Surgeons Transplant Heart 
To Dying Man; Beats I Hour 


JACKSON, 
Miss. (A P)-Sur- 
geons at the University of Mis­ 
sissippi 
Medical 
Center here 
transplanted 
a 
human 
heart 
into the body of a man dying 
of a heart ailment today. 
A medical center spokesman 
said the transplanted heart beat 
for more than an hour but 
proved inadequate for the pa­ 
tient’s requirement’s and the 
recipient died. 
FIRST TRANSPLANT 
The spokesman said it was 
believed to be the first trans­ 
plant of a human heart in his­ 
tory. 
“The fatal outcome could not 
be reversed,” the hospital said. 
Unfortunately the only availa­ 
ble donor heart at the time of 
the patient’s collapse proved 
too small for the requirements 
of the considerably larger re­ 
cipient.” 
The recipient was in “termi­ 
nal heart failure” from a chron­ 


ic heart ailment of years’ dura­ 
tion, the hospital said. 
Neither the recipient nor the 
donor was identified. 
LONG OPERATION 
The three-hour operation be 
gan 
shortly 
before 
midnight 
and the recipient died early to 
day. 
A spokesman said the heart 
was 
preserved 
while 
being 
sewn into place by chilled, oxy­ 
genated blood pumped through 
a coronary sinus, a large vein 
that drains the heart. 
The spokesman said a force­ 
ful, regular beat was estab­ 
lished with a single shock from 
an electrical instrument used to 
convert the transplanted heart 
to regular rhythm. 
Surgical teams have trans­ 
planted hearts in more than 200 
animals at the medical center 
over a period of several years, 
the spokesman said.

Bloom, wife of the chairman 
of the history department at 
Gettysburg College and who for 
five years has been editor of 
the school Bulletin, has pub* 
fished 
her last 
edition, 
the 
Alumni Issue, this month. 
In her “swan song” editorial 
Mrs. 
Bloom 
graciously 
ex­ 
presses her regret at leaving 
and modestly tells of “monu­ 
mental 
bloopers” 
(and 
they 
weren’t) and other tribulations 
she experienced. She gives full 
credit to her assistants and asks 
continued support to her suc­ 
cessor. 
Her interesting farewell piece 
follows in full: 
SAD FARBWELL 
'Though I’m aware of the 
time-tested journalistic dictum 
that an editor should never 
write in the first person, this 
farewell message is personal 
and the journalistic ’we* just 
won’t do. 
“After over five years as edi­ 
tor of the Bulletin, I’m bidding 
a sad au revoir. My husband 
is going on a sabbatical leave 
to England in February and the 
children and I are going along. 
We’ll be returning to the cam­ 
pus in August, but I shall not 
be 
re-occupying 
the 
editor’s 
chair. 
“It’s been a fascinating five 
years. I was a complete green­ 
horn at the art of editing when 
I put out my first issue in Jan­ 
uary, 1959 — and scared to 
death. But with Harold Dunkel- 
berger’s quiet guidance and en­ 
couragement, with magnificent 
cooperation from the 
‘campus 
family,’ and technical a d v i c e 
from my long-suffering printer, 
I took the first amateur steps 
toward producing a magazine. 
I like to think that some prog­ 
ress has been made since then, 
but I can’t be objective about 
that 
STALWART SUPPORT 
“Many thoughts come crowd­ 
ing into my mind as I write this 
— of some of the monumental 
bloopers that escaped the most 
careful proofreading, of some 
■ti the features in which we all 
took pardonable pride. It hasn’t 
been a one-woman job, of course, 
and without the stalwart help of 
that walking alumni directory, 
Rosea Armor, and the various 
alumni secretaries, directors of 
development, and presidents un­ 
der whom I’ve worked, there 
would have been no Bulletin. 
Most of the time it’s been fun. 
The close contact with many 
alumni, particularly that dedi­ 
cated band of class correspond­ 
ents who write the most interest­ 
ing part of the magazine; the 
feeling of accomplishment when 
a reluctant contributor came 
through with a good article; 
the pictures that came out su­ 
perbly; the occasional compli­ 
ments for a job well done — all 
these memories I shall cherish 
for years. 
T H I TRIALS 
“And then there were the trials 
— the class correspondents who 
were never on time with copy 
or who failed me completely; 
the articles we’d asked for which 
required either extensive edit­ 
ing or filing in the round file 
(what diplomacy 
is 
required 
here!); the photos we’d counted 
on that were just too miserable 
to use; the critics who could 
never be pleased no matter 
what we did. Somehow these 
things fade from one’s memory. 
“I shall miss the contacts with 
all of you dreadfully. But I shall

be around the campus for some 
years to come, God willing, and 
hope to see you at home-com­ 
ings and read about you in the 
Bulletin. 
“In parting I would like to plead 
that you give your new editor 
the support so necessary for the 
publication of a first-rate alum­ 
ni magazine. Let him 
know 
when you don’t like what’s be­ 
ing published; but more impor­ 
tantly, let him know what you 
do like. It gets awfully lonely in 
the editor’s cell sometimes and 
an editor can’t give his readers 
what they want if he doesn’t 
know what interests them. Par­ 
ticularly would I urge those 
who have enjoyed the occasion­

20,150 linear feet of sod water­ 
ways were installed bringing the 
total to 71.2 miles. 
He showed charts depicting the 
types of conservation programs 
carried out year by year, noting 
“you can tell when it’s wet and 
when its dry by looking at the 
drainage installed. The last two 
years have been dry and drain­ 
age work has declined.” 
Robert C. Lott, chairman of the 
district noted: “This has been a 
god year for conservation and we 
think the amount of work done 
is outstanding when you consider 
that we have not gone out to sell 
this program door to door. You 
have instead come in on your own 
because you were interested in the 
work.”

CONVICTIONS CAN MOVE 
MOUNTAINS 
Convictions are the carts that 
carry us to our objectives in 
life. Without them we become 
mere wanderers, unstable fol­ 
lowers. and spineless specta­ 
tors. 
A man, or woman, of con­ 
victions is always admired and 
looked 
up 
to, 
regardless 
of 
whether you agree with him or 
her or not. Strong characters 
alone have convictions — and 
stand by them through thick 
and thin. 
When a person surrenders his 
something vital and integral. 
Convictions 
are 
essential 
to 
one’s happiness and peace of 
mind. No one should ever part 
with them. They are what carry 
us over mountains, over rugged 
roads, and into the interior of 
undiscovered realms of thought 
and achievements 
It is because of the convic­ 
tions of nations that they fight 
for the things which they be­ 
lieve are right and for the good 
of all, but it must be remem­ 
bered that these convictions are 
hut the crystallization of the 
convictions of the majority of 
their citizens. 
Convictions 
always have 
a 
difficult path over which to 
travel. Every great leader has 
learned this. Often he has been 
made a martyr to them — but 
in the end he earns his triumph. 
It is unfortunate that often this 
happens only after he has been 
silenced in his grave. 
It was the conviction that his 
native land of South America 
should become free af all Span­ 
ish rule that inspired Simon 
Bolivar to return from Europe 
with the determination to start 
a revolution and free his peo­ 
ple — which he did. But it took 
long years for just tribute and 
appreciation to honor his name. 
Bolivar couldn’t literally move 
the Andes Mountains — so he 
took his ragged 
army over 
them — to conquer! 
Muddled brains do not have 
convictions.

think clearly and carefully have 
convictions.

heavy, wet clothes over the 
door to the dryer is uncomfort­ 
able and inconvenient. If doors 
of the two appliances open op­ 
posite each other, it's possible 
to transfer items from washer 


to dryer with a minimum of ef­ 
fort. 
NEED AMPLE SPACE 
Washer and dryer may be 
placed opposite each other in 
a corridor-type laundry center 
If both appliances are front 
loading, provide enough space 
for both doors to be open. Keep 
space between to a comfortable 
minimum. Too much space be 
tween appliances calls for extra 
steps when taking wet items 
from washer to dryer. 
In line with the do-it-yourself 
trend, you might like to try 
hatmaking home study course. 
It can save money or make 
money for you.

CHAMBERSBURG, Pa. (AP) 
—Gov. S c r a n t o n says the 
state unemployment compensa­ 
tion law is a “drag” on Penn­ 
sylvania’s industrial growth. 
I get letters from people on 
our proposed changes in the un­ 
employment compensation law,” 
Scranton told the Greater Cham­ 
bersburg C h a m b e r of Com­ 
merce Thursday night. “Many 
of them urge me to fight for 
these changes. Others are bit­ 
terly opposed.

PROPOSALS LOST OUT 
Scranton t e r m e d industrial 
growth and economic progress 
“the keystones of our whole leg­ 
islative and administrative pro­ 
gram in Harrisburg.” 
The administration submitted 
a series of proposed unemploy­ 
ment compensation reforms to 
the 1963 General Assembly, but 
they were withdrawn in the face 
of strong opposition from organ­ 
ized labor. 
“Shortly a special session of 
the General Assembly will be 
convened to consider vitally im­ 
portant amendments to our un­ 
employment compensation law,” 
the governor said. 
CITES BIG DEBT 
He described the present state 
of the unemployment compen­ 
sation fund as “precatious in­ 
deed,” commenting: 
“As of Monday of this week, 
there was $141,821,000 in the Un- 
ployment Compensation Fund. 
How e v e r , Pennsylvania owes 
the federal government $169,- 
615,000 borrowed by the past 
two state . . . administrations. 
“This debt must be paid back. 
Last fall we were able to pay 
back $12.5 million. But there is 
still a huge indebtedness.”

But, bringing up the subject 
of a possible draft, he said “a 
man always must try to distin­ 
guish between the voice of the 
people and the echo of his own 
voice.” 
I don’t intend to go out and 
stimulate a draft,” Nixon said, 
so that when we get to San 
Francisco (for the GOP conven­ 
tion) as a result of my own 
initiative I respond to my own 
voice.” 
■ARRY LEADING 
Nixon said be thinks Sen. 
Barry Coldwater of Arizona is 
still the leader among the pro­ 
fessional 
politicians,”

Pennsylvania Gov. William W. 
Scranton second. 
Nixon said that he feels that 
he does not have the support of 
professional politicians because 
be is not in the race and has 
no stiff.

U. S. POLICY ON 
RED CHINA HELD 
“OOT OF DATE”

WASHINGTON (AP)—French 
President Charles de Gaulle has 
sent word to President Johnson 
that he decided to recognize 
Red China primarily because he 
felt it unwise in a rapidly chang­ 
ing wottd to ignore any longer 
the largest and most powerful 
nation in the Far East. 
De Gaulle's argument, made 
known to the State Department 
and White House through vari­ 
ous diplomatic channels, boiled 
down to a contention that the 
U.S. policy of trying to isolate 
the Communist mainland of Oli­ 
na from the world of allied na­ 
tions is unproductive and out of 
date. 
The latest and perhaps most 
comprehensive presentation of 
De Gaulle’s views on this alli­ 
ance-straining issue was made 
by Canadian Prime Minister 
Lester B. Pearson when he con­ 
ferred here Wednesday with 
President Johnson. 
EXPECT ANNOUNCEMENT 
Pearson came here following 
a visit to Paris last week during 
which he had several talks with 
the French leader. 
France is expected to an­ 
nounce recognition next week 
and take immediate steps to es­ 
tablish full diplomatic relations 
with the Red Regime in Peking. 
A week from today De Gaulle 
is scheduled to hold a news con­ 
ference and the prospect is that 
he will set forth his position on 
the China question at that time. 
As now understood by top U.S. 
officials, his views cover these 
major points: 
MAIN POINT! 
1. He feels there is a vacuum 
in Western policy in the Far 
East because of a lack of ef­ 
fective 
contact 
between 
the 
Western powers and the Red 
Chinese leadership. Thus he has 
argued that the Western powers 
will gain in the long run from 
having France move into the 
gap. 
2. De Gaulle sees the split be­ 
tween the Soviet Union and Red 
China as a tremendous power 
conflict rather than sn ideologi­ 
cal struggle over Communist 
doctrine as many Western ex­ 
perts ordinarily describe it. He 
feels it is important for the 
West to have maximum con­ 
tacts with both sides in this 
struggle, not just with the Soviet 
side. 
3. Under terms of the under­ 
standing which he has reached 
with Red China for establishing 
recognition, De Gaulle believes 
he may be laying a basis for a 
two-China policy since the Chi­ 
nese did not lay down the condi­ 
tion that recognition covered 
also their claim to Formosa. 
4. Once relations are estab­ 
lished, De Gaulle believes it 
should be possible to use french 
influence in Peking to work for 
Red Chinese acceptance and 
support of a true policy of neu­ 
trality in Southeast Asia—where 
the East-West conflict now cen­ 
ters in South Viet Nam.

Charging Fraud Promoting 
Worthless Reducing Pills 


NEW YORK (AP)—A Man­ 
hattan advertising agency was 
indicted 
Thursday 
on 
federal 
charges of fraudulently promoting 
in a multimillion-dollar television, 
newspaper and magazine cam­ 
paign a worthless no • diet, 
weight-reducing pill. 
Two drug firms also were ac­ 
cused. 
A 
Brooklyn 
grand 
jury 
Charged that millions of net­ 
work television viewers coast 
to coast saw demonstrations of 
weight losses that were attrib­ 
uted to the pills, but that ac­ 
tually were rigged. Promoters 
were accused of falsifying med­ 
ical test records on the tablets. 
IM MILLION SALES 
The pill was known by the 
trade name “Regimen tablets,” 
and some four million boxes 
were sold during the past six 
years for $16 million. The gov­ 
ernment called them worthless 
in the reduction of weight and 
last month forced them off the 
market. 
The advertising firm indicted 
was Kastor, Hilton, Chesley, 
Clifford 
and 
Atherton, 
Inc., 
which handled a $10 - million 
campaign for the pills. Convic­ 
tion would make the firm liable 
to a maximum $55,000 fine. 
Asst U.S. Atty. Martin R. 
Pollner said as far as he knows 
the indictment was the first at­ 
tempt ever made to punish an 
advertising agency for copy pre­ 
pared at the direction of a client. 
The government’s attempt to 
make the ad firm criminally li­ 
able for its copy could have 
broad implications on Madison 
Avenue. 
OTHER DEFENDANTS 
Also named defendants in the 
58-count indictment were Drug 
Research Corp., its president, 
John Andreadis; its chief chem­ 
ist, Saul Miklean; and the New 
Drug Institute and its president, 
Arthur D. Herrick. 
The two drug firms face max­ 
imum fines of $175,000 each if 
convicted on charges of mail 
fraud, violation of the Food 
and Drug Act, and interstate 
transit ission of fraudulent tele­ 
vision commercials. The indi­ 
viduals 
could 
receive 
prison 
sentences 
totaling 
266 years 
each. 
Arraignment of the defend­ 
ants was scheduled for next 
Thursday in Brooklyn federal 
court. 
Regimen tablets, the govern- 
Health 
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ment said, were falsely adver­ 
tised as appetite suppressors, 
which would lead to substantial 
weight loss without dieting. 
The grand jury did not sug­ 
gest that any of the advertising 
media were at fault, but rather 
that they were the victims of 
false claims by the advertisers.

Baker's Worth Jumped From 
$11,025 To $2,166 Million 


WASHINGTON (A P)-A gov­ 
ernment auditor testified Thurs­ 
day that the net worth claimed by 
former Senate aide Robert G. 
Baker increased from $11,025 in 
1954 to $2,166,886 on Feb. I. 1963. 
Lorin H. Drennan Jr., an of­ 
ficial of the Government Ac­ 
counting Office, told the Senate 
Rules Committee that the fig­ 
ures were shown in financial 
statements filed by Baker with 
various 
banks 
in 
connection 
with loan applications. 
Baker, 35. a former Senate 
page boy, resigned under fire 
Oct. 7 from his $19,600-a-year 
post of secretary to the Senate’s 
Democratic majority. 
The committee is investigat­ 
ing whether he or any other 
Senate employes have engaged 
in outside business dealings that 
conflicted with their official du­ 
ties or involved other impro­ 
prieties. 


Drennan testified that Baker s 
latest financial statement, dat­ 
ed Feb. I, 1963, and filed with 
the Fraternity Federal Savings 
and Loan Association in Balti­ 
more, Md., showed that Baker 
claimed real estate assets worth 
$456,666 and stockholdings in 14 
companies worth $1,582,630. 
Among the stocks was 2,850 
shares of the Serv-U Corp., a 
vending machine company that 
Baker valued at $1 million. 
A $300,000 damage suit filed 
last September, naming Serv- 
U, Baker and others as defend­ 
ants, triggered the inquiry into 
Baker's outside business and fi­ 
nancial transactions. 
The suit, brought by the pres­ 
ident of a local vending ma­ 
chine company, charged that 
Baker has used his influence to 
have its franchise at a nearby 
defense plant transferred to a 
rival firm.

Scranton is asking for a $557,- 
800 allocation in fiscal 1965-65 
for the Office of Administration. 
But Hocker wanted to know: 
“ Are we getting that much mon­ 
ey out of them?” He added: 
“ We got along fine without it 
until five or six years ago. I’m 
not satisfied with them. I’m not 
satisfied with what they’re pro­ 
ducing. I think we ought to take 
a hard look at it (the budget re­ 
quest).” 
Earlier, the chairman of the 
Pennsylvania Security Commis­

National Park. By 1902 there 
were five, and today SI Na­ 
tional Parks are located in 21 
states, Alaska, Hawaii and the 
Virgin Islands. 
It is not a simple matter 
for an area to become a Na­ 
tional Parte. First it must 
qualify physically. Only the 
areas of outstanding beauty, 
scientific interest and value 
to the entire natipn are ac­ 
ceptable. A park can be es­ 
tablished only by specific acts 
of Congress. When so estab­ 
lished. it comes under the 
jurisdiction of the Department 
of the Interior’s Park Service 
which is charged with the 
duty of “conserving the sce­ 
nic, scientific mid historic 
heritage of the United States 
for tha benefit and enjoyment 
of its people.”

The growth af the National 


Park System bas been spurred 


by several important events. 
Hie Antiquities Act of 1966 
gave the President the au­ 
thority to designate historic 
landmarks, historic and pre­ 
historic structures and ob­ 
jects of scientific interest as 
Natonial Monuments. In 1916, 
the National Park Service was 
founded for the purpose of 
administering the parks. The 
Reorganization Act of 1933 
provided a unified program 
under which the system has 
enjoyed its most rapid growth. 
And Misison 66, a ten-year 
program of parti; development 
and improvement, is the most 
recent phase of National Park 
history. It is timed to see 
completion in 1966, the fiftieth 
anniversary of the founding 
of the National Park Service. 
Today, of the 22 nations 
which have park systems,

has

organization 
which approaches the scope 
of the National Park System 
of the United States.

Jenkins, one of the student 
leaders in the Jan. 9 incident 
which led to bloody rioting be­ 
tween U.S. soldiers and Pana­ 
manians, is on his way to Cam­ 
bridge, Ohio. 
He will finish his education 
there, staying with relatives. 
He’s returning to the states vol­ 
untarily, he says. 
Jenkins, who briefly tried to 
elude newsmen on arrival, con­ 
firmed: in his first U.S. inter­ 
view that he was the student 
who raised the flag at Balboa 
High.

PANAMA PROTECTORATE 
Teen-age Hassle at C. Z. High School 
No Vindication of Panama Immaturity

WHEN A SMALL NATION 
like Panama or Zanzibar, kicks 
America in the teeth, there 
seems to be an instinctive urge 
on the part of many Americans 
to discount their own country 
because it is big and to feel sor 
ry for the small country be 
cause it is small. 
The feeling flatters a super­ 
iority complex. 
This has been particularly 
true of the Panamanian riots 
and resulting break in diplomat 
ic relations. Some radio person 
alities have gone on an emotion 
a1 jag complete with bleeding 
heart and a dripping guilt fix 
ation. Thus is built up an im 
pression that Panama has been 
done wrong at every turn by a 
malevolent, rich uncle. 
Columnists and editors are 
generally less emotional, but 
some are highly critical of 
America and comforting to Pan 
ama. Drew Pearson, for ex 
ample, 
immediately 
pleaded 
the Army and the Canal Zone 
high school principal guilty of 
criminal negligence for letting 
teen-agers raise ar American 
flag. 
Teen • age 
irresponsibilities 
are universal. Those of the 
American children in the Canal 
Zone are. of course, to be re 
gretted. But if Panama is to be 
accepted as a member of the 
family of nations, 
something 
more than teen • age irrespon­ 
sibility is to be expected from 
that government. 
Who was responsible for per­ 
mitting professional riot manip­ 
ulators. with snipers posted in 
windows, to take over a school 
kid hassle and promote it into 
a bloody, diplomatic incident? 
The answer is obvious — the of­ 
ficialdom of Panama from the 
president 
down. 
They 
are 
adults. 


IP PANAMA is to enjoy trea­ 
ties favorable to her economy 
and which further underwrite 
her independence from her old 
enemy and mother country, Co­ 
lombia, and such other nations 
that might covet any part of 
Panama's domain, does not the 
other signatory power offering 
these guarantees have a right 
to 
demand 
law 
and 
order 
throughout the protected repub­ 
lic? 
In this case, the other signa­ 
tory power is the United States. 
Under such a treaty, does not 
America have a right to de­ 
mand an equitable law and or­ 
der for all non-Panamanians, 
such as citizens of Colombia 
and Costa Rica, as well as for 
the 
citizens 
of 
the 
United 
States? International law and 
practices say yes. 
Were it not for Ute protector­ 
ate aspects of the much ma­ 
ligned and ignorantly damned 
Canal Zone treaty, little Pana­ 
ma. long ago, would have been 
invaded by Colombia and forced 
to return to Panama's original 
relationship as a state within 
that republic. Indeed, but for 
the Monroe Doctrine, the Isth­ 
mus of Panama in particular 
and all Latin America in gener­ 
al would have become pawns in 
the late 19th and early 20th cen­ 
tury, colonial rivalries of Eu­ 
rope. 
Those rivalries were at white 
heat when President Roosevelt 
initiated his canal diplomacy. 
Thwarting them was partly his 
purpose. 
If President Theodore Roose­ 
velt was guilty (rf any diplomat­ 
ic duplicity in his canal diplo­ 
macy. the crime was not against 
"poor little Panama.'* It was 
against the Republic of Colom­ 
bia. President Woodrow Wilson 


settled that conscience debt 45 
years ago. 


IN THE COLUMN following 
the one mentioned above, Mr. 
Pearson saw solution by yield­ 
ing to Panama practically ev­ 
erything being demanded, and 
America spending millions on 
a new canal through Nicaragua 
He supports this logic by cit­ 
ing the evils in the lobby in be­ 
half of the French company 
that held the Panama route 
franchise. 
Actually, the volcanic erup­ 
tions by Mont Pelee wiping out 
a Caribbean city of 40,000, in 
1902, 
and 
corresponding 
rum­ 
blings from volcanoes in Nicara­ 
gua had more to do with the 
switch in routes than did the 
evil lobby that seems to influ 
ence Mr. Pearson’s thinking. It 
was quite natural that the lob­ 
byists for the French company 
took advantage of these volcan 
ic incidents. 
But, since when does the prior 
existence of a selfish lobby in 
validate a subsequent law or 
have a cancellation effect upon 
a ratified treaty? 
America has paid to the Roose 
veltian created Panamanian re­ 
public seven times as much as 
America paid to Russia for 
Alaska. Moreover, the Russian 
Ambassador had to lobby the 
ratification (some say by brib­ 
ery) of the Alaskan Purchase 
Treaty through the American 
Senate. 
Would any moaner or groan 
er in behalf of little Panama 
today propose that the Alaskan 
Purchase be renegotiated?

THS REAL SOLUTION to the 
present Panama incident is to 
hold Panama to the original 
agreement with possible revi 
sion of rentals to keep pace 
with inflation. 
Sooner or later the little na 
tions will have to learn that, if 
they are to be nations, they 
must have the mature respon­ 
sibility for honoring the con­ 
tracts of nations. Without some 
such immediate understanding 
and acceptance of responsibil­ 
ities, the world is indeed head­ 
ed for international chaos.
